“Whar is your life?"—James 4:14

Psychology has done much 
to prove man’s superiority over ani- 
mals. It is the difference between 
imitation and iniviative. But it is 
more than that, man is a creature 
in the mage of God.

Perhaps. we may know by assoct- 
ation. Man cannov live alone. He is 
a member of society, a unit in the 
stream of history. He owns and he 
owesin equal proportion. He contri- 
butes to vhe society of which he 
forms a part.
